TO CURE CHOLERA. 


Dr. Leach, a Texao Physician, Mas a Theery 
Novel in One Respeet. 

Dr. Reginald Barkley Leach, of Paris, 
Texas, believes he has a preventive rem- 
edgy for cholera, He has the courage of 
his convictions as well. He ts now on 
his way to Cairo, Egypt, to test in actual 
practice his theory regarding the cure 
and prevention of cholera by the use of 
arsenic. His efforts to induce the United 
States Government to aid in these tests 
having failed, he is now on the way to 
a@ place where the dread disease may be 
found, and there he will make his expert- 
ments and study the results himself. 

Ever since 1812, when cholera first at- 
tracted the attention of the civilized 
world, medical men have eried to dis- 
cover a preventive or a cure. Neither 
search has been rewarded, and in India 
and surrounding coantries the ‘‘black 
death” continues to reap its awful har- 
vest yearly. A due regard to right living, 
cleanliness and hygiene will do much to 
prevent cholera, but it will not eradicate 
it, and to-day the medical profession is 
almost helpless when a cholera epidemic 
is fairly started. 

The origin of cholera is far back in 
the past. For ages it has thrived in the 
delta of the Ganges in India, and at no 
time has that rountry been free from it. 
In 1517 it snddenly became more awful 
in its work in India, and soon spread all 
ever that country. From there it con- 
tinuee to travel until it had visited 
almost every nation on the globe, and 
had killed more than a million people. 
It raged for years, and in 1832 reached 
New York. and before the disease was 
eradicated nearly 4,000 people were saeri- 


ficed. New York has heen visited twice 
since, and nearly 8.000 people in that 
city alone have fallen victims to the 


black vomit. 

During all this time in the Orient 
human beings were dving by the thou- 
sands after an illness that in many in- 


stances was of but a few hours’ dura- 
tion. Russia suffered horribly. Whole 
families were wiped out in a day. Entire

dead. Like a grim ghost cholera has 
stalked over the world, claiming its 


wars by destroying 
armies on both and running its 
list of victims up imo the millions—a 
countless host swcrificed to adisease bred 
in the juny'es of India. 


DR. LEACH’S THEORY. 


Dr. Leach. the: Texas physician who is 
on his way to Eeypt to study cholera, 
and perchance to “heeome a vietim to the 
disease, enunciated his theory some 
years ago, and since then it: has been 
tested to a eonsiderable extent in India 
with success, Btietly, he proposes to 
render 2 person immune to the disease 
by vaccinating woth arsenic, mutch as 
vaccination with vaccine virus renders 
a@ person immune from small-pox.

Arsenic has been used as a remedy for 


the disease and bas proved its value, and 
Dr. Leaeh asserts that it will be equally 
valuable as a preventive. 

The principal objection to inoenla 
tion with cholera virus is the same as 
the objection to the use of small-pox 
\irus, That is, it i- to endanger 
the patient's life by sabjecting him to 
bleed di from which the person 
was suffering from whom the virus was 
taken. Dr. Leach says that arsenic is a 
drug whose qualities are known and 
whose action is absolute. The antidete 
is also well Known, ard in) case arsen 
ization should prove dangerans to a per 
son nbnorinally sensitive. the physician 
could immediately administer an anti 
dote and thns remove any element of

Barnham 
pret -nded they were in great fear of 
M’limo and wanted to make him preeent:. 
lhe Katlirs persuaded the Matebeles to 
leave the scouts alone antil M’limo came 
and decided what shou'd be done with 
tuem. Sothey started down the road 
from the cave to meet M’limo. When 
they met him, Paraham saw that if he 
eict M’iimothe whole crowd of natives 
would b2onthem in amomest. After 
going through a long orgy, M’limo in- 
vited them into a cave alone and told the 
pativesto clear out. No sooner were 
they inthe cave than Burnham sent a 
bullet through M’limo’s skull. 

“We didn’t wait to lay the body out,” 
says Burnham, “but we ran for our 
horses with al our might.

I have known how to dive and 
swim ever since I waa seven years old, 
aud now it seems like second nature to 
ine. 

‘How didI learn’ In the simplest 
and most csatural way in the world. 
Woen I wasa child mv father took me 
do*n to the dock one day aad threw me 
overboard, clothes and all. Naturally I 
was frightened, but he only laughed at 
me whenl cailed for help and said, 
Swim ordrown.’ Itis quite need!-sa to 
say that I did not drown, Jor somehow. 
when struck out as I hai seen other 
boys do. I found out that I cou.d swim, 
and I have been swimming more or less 
ever since.” 

The lat.st dive which young Bronek 
has taken was one, which when it was 
suggested, seerned almost euicidal: He, 
with some companion3, was swimming 
at the foot of Seventh street, Hoboken, 
when some one told him that he did not 
dare dive from the roof ofa four storey 
building which staads on the dock. 
Brunek hesitated for a moment; then 
no of his companions said, “Go on, 
Louis, I will give you @ quarter to take 
tue header.” 

The roof of the building is ninety feet 
above tha water, which at that pot is 
only eight feet deep.
